NEW ARCHITECTURAL MEDAL.

FLATS FOR WOMEN WORKERS. 


The firet house to be converted into flats for 
women by Women’e Pioneer Housing, Limited, 
a public utility society, was formerly opened by 

Gladstone. The house is at 67 Holland 
Park avenue, London. Mrs. Oliver Strachey, 
chairman of the committee of the society, said 


q they had bought that house freehold for conver- 


sion, but they were prepared, if necessary, to 
take houses on leasehold and convert them into 
flate or sub-let them as bed-sitting roome -for 
working women with a general sittingroom and 
a central restaurant.

A Moratorium. 


At last the mysterious visits of Ger- 
manyss magnates to England have been 
explained. It was fairly obvious that Herr 
Stinnes did not visit British shores im 
order to discuss. the Irish situation with 
the Prime Minister at Chequers, and 
that Dr. Rathenau’s interview with Sir 
Robert Horne was something more 1- 
portant than a casual. rencontre. Now 
the secret has been revealed, and the 
first result of the revelation has been a 
remarkable improvement in the value of 
the German mark. Germany wants a 
moratorium. Under the London Agree- 
ment she must pay the Allies £25,000,000 
in January and some £10,000,000 in 
February. Unless a moratorium can be 
secured, not only will these two pat 
ticular payments be virtually impossible, 
but national bankruptcy will become in- 
evitable and the whole indemnity will go 
by the board. The fall in the value of 
the mark has reduced German finance to 
It has been 
partly the cause, and partly the effect, of 
reckless currency inflation, and the issue 
of notes in the Reich hag reached the 
fabulous total of nearly 97 ,000,000,000 
marks, of which some 1,250,000,000 were set 
in circulation last week. The floating debt 
amounts to 218,000,000,000 marks, and, 
if Germany is forced to pay “on the nail, 
she must find no less than 273,000,000,000 
paper marks to satisfy the Allies’ claims 
before next spring. This figure will be 
valid only on the. assumption that the 
value of the mark does not fall any 
further. 

As matters stand, if Germany pays her 
next instalments without any assistance 
from the outside world, her financial ruin 
will be almost certain. Can the Allies 
afford to risk such a calamity? Sir John 
Bradbury thinks that the risk is too great, 
and proposes that Germany shall be, helped 
to restore her shattered finances by means 
of a moratorium for the next two years. 
A moratorium is simply a breathing space, 
during which all reparations payments— 
except those in kind—would be suspended. 
Naturally, it could not be granted un- 
conditionally, It would do as much harm 
as good if Germany sh'ould continue to 
inflate her currency during its period. 
Therefore, before the proposal can be con- 
sidered, the German Government must be 
told plainly that inflation must stop. 
Subject to this condition, hpwever, no 
sensible man will find fault with Sir John 
Bradbury's proposal. A year ago nobody 
could have foretold the ruinous collapse 
of the mark, and all the reparations 
reckoning was made when the rate stood 
at about 250 to the £. The rate at present 
is in the neighbourhood of 1,000 to the £, 
with the result that a burden which was 
hard to bear twelve months ago is four 
times harder to bear to-day. The problem 
is purely a matter of business. Is it wiser 
to give Germany a couple of years in which 
to set her house in order, and so enable 
her to discharge her liabilities in future 
years, or to press for full and prompt 
payment now, which, consensu omnium, can 
be made only at the expense of our 
debtor's solvency? These alternatives will 
be discussed by the British Cabinet to-day. 
Probably, with some modifications, the 
plan of a moratorium will be approved ; 
but the Government, as such, has no 
power to put it into full execution. Under 
the Treaty of Versailles absolute authority 
in respect of reparations is vested in the 
Reparations Commission. In other words, 
the consent of France mugt be obtained. 
Now, the idea of a moratorium is not at 
all popular in France, where the Govern- 
ment is faced with a heavy Budget deficit. 
The Paris Press is very much annoyed by 
Sir John Bradbury's proposal, and the 
Mat declares that new pledges must be 
exacted before it can be even discussed by 
the French people. New pledges in this 
connection mean, of course, the occupation 
of the Ruhr Valley. France is Germany’, 
chief creditor; therefore, she stands. to 
gain more than any other Power by the 
revival of Germany’s economic well-being. 
If she insists on her pound of flesh, she 
must get it; but thereafter she will be 
bound hand and foot to an economic 
corpse. Even if her troops occupy 
Berlin, she will gain nothing, and Europe 
will lose its last chance of recovery. 
Britain s duty is very clear. If her states- 
men are convinced that a moratorium js 
necessary, they must use all their influence 
in Paris to secure the consent of France. 
Should France refuse to consider the pro- 
posal, Britain still will be free to extend 
a partial moratorium to Germany, as 
France was free to conclude the Wiesbaden 
arrangement with Dr. Rathenan Jast 
summer. Europe is more important than 
any individual nation, and our Continent’s 
economic existence depends on the exercise 
of common-sense in regard to Germany's 
financial position. Prudence, not passion, 
must govern the counsels of statesman- 
ship. 


Portugal. 


Certain countries seem to live behind a 
veil, which is lifted from time to time 
upon some scene of tragedy, and then 
drops again. In a speech in Parliament 
Mr. T. M. Healy once. described how, 
during a long period, the Foreign Office's 
only news from Burmah was the occa- 
sional message, “Theebaw is drinking 
still.” Mexico is one of those ‘secretive 
countries and Portugal is another. We 
never hear anything of Portugal except in 
the fairly frequent crises when it is under- 
going a violent change of government. 
Yesterday the normal silence was broken 
by the announcement that “the situation 
in Portugal has become very grave.” On 
this occasion, according to The Times, 
something more than an ordinary revolu- 
tion is feared. “An ugly wave of genuine 
Bolshevism’’ is spreading over the large 
towns. The naval sailors and Republican 
Guard are honeycombed with Bolshevist 
ideas. Recently the men of a Portuguese 
gunboat were prevented with difficulty 
from an attempt to torpedo a Spanish 
warship. Everybody shirks the duties of 
leadership. It is said that the present 
Prime Minister, who is a soldier, was 
forced to choose between the Premiership 
and military service in Africa. 
it seems that Portugal can be saved from 
the fate of Russia only by foreign inter- 
vention under a mandate from the 
Powers. France, Italy, and Spain are 
believed to be in favour of such a solu- 
tion. Britain, we may be sure, will help 
to the best of her ability ; for Portugal 
is her oldest Ally. 
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The Landru Case. 


After one of the most remarkable trials 
in history Landru, one of the most for- 
midable criminals in history, has: been 
sentenced to death. The case “against 
him, was that he had formed associations 
with ten women, and, having taken their 
money and jewellery, had brought them 
to ‘a lonely cottage where he murdered 
them and destroyed their bodies with fire.

In a word, | 


Landru had in his possession 
the personal papers, bank books, and 
jewels of the missing women. He had 
purchased a number of surgical saws. In 
every case when he brought a woman to 
Gambais he took a return ticket for him- 
self and a single ticket for his victim— 
for, though on murder he was bent, he 
had a frugal mind. The only evidence 
which the prosecution could not produce 
was the bodies of the victims or identi- 
fiable parts of them. On this point and 
on the fact that, in French law, disap- 
pearance does not involve proof of death 
until the end of thirty yearly Landru 
based his defence. With unshaken calm- 
ness and cynicism he defied the prosecu- 
tion to establish his guilt. He met every 
inquiry with a Sphinx-like smile or a 
careless jest. Without pretending to be 
anything but-a callous ruffian, he claimed 
a verdict of acquittal on technical 
grounds. If he had got it, French justice 
would have stood condemned before the 
world.

Dublin Street Names. 


At its meeting next Monday the Dublin 
Corporation will be asked to change the 
names of some of the city’s streets and 
bridges. The changes have been sug- 
gested by a special committee, and the 
Paving Committee has endorsed al] save 
three. There for no sacro- 
sanctity in the name of Amiens street-— 
a forgotten compliment to a for- 
gotten ~ prince—but it is well known; 
it is short; its disappearance will be a 
cause of some tronble and confusion to 
resident traders. For the same reason, 
and not because we revere the shades of 
Dukes of Brunswick or resent the com- 
memoration of modern Irishmen, 
deprecate most of the proposed changes. 
A familiar name is a part of a shop- 
keeper's stock-in-trade and he ought not 
to be deprived of it without substan- 
tial cause. We are glad that the Paving 
Committee seems to realise the force of 
these arguments in the cases of Grafton 
street and of Earl street. and Talbot 
street. Grafton street is a title of Euro- 
pean fame, like Bond street or Pall 
Mall.

QUEEN ALEXANDRA’S 
BIRTHDAY.

HER VISITS- TO. IRELAND. 
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Today is the Th birthday of Queen 
Alexandra, who was born at Copenhagen on 
December 1, Her early home hfe was 
marked by the utmost simplicity, and her 
education, under the loving care of her parents, 
was carried out om a generous scale. In ad- 
dition to personal charm and grace, the youn 
princess was endowed with many intellectua 
ifts, and thas early became an accomplished 
musician, linguist, and artist of marked ability 
as well as being a lover of outdoor pursuits a

Princess Alexandra was eighteen years old 
when she first met her future husband, Edward, 
Prince of Wales, who had not yet come of age. 
The meeting took place in the autumn of 1 
at Heidelberg, and the remarkable grace and 
beauty of the princess promptly won the heart 
of the heir to the British Throne. Queen 
Victoria heartily approved of the match, and 
journeyed to Heidelberg to arrange the prelimi- 
naries. oe 
On the 26th February the Princess left Copen- 
hagen, and, after having spent a few. days at 
Brussels, embarked at Antwerp for England on 
the 5th March. Her arrival in England. was 
marked by scencs of great popular eathusiasrn. 
The matchless grace and beauty of the future 
Queen won the hearts of all behoklers. London 
held high festival for more than a week, and 
gifts of diamonds and other jewels were 
showered upon the Princess by the ladies of 
England. ' 

The wedding at St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, 
on the 10th March was the first Royal marriage 
celebrated there since that of Henry I. in 1122 
The day was a general holiday through the 
three Kingdoms, large sums being expended 
upon the entertainmeut of the poor and of 


Ui 
school childr¢n’, as well as on illuminations and 
decorations. 
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In 1868-9 she visited Egypt and Constantinople 
for the sake of her health and for rest, but met 
a fresh trial in 1871, when the Prince wa 
aimost fatally attacked by typhoid fever. She 
evoked the admiration of the whole nation by 
the devotedness with which she nursed at her 
husband's bedside. 

The departure of the Prince of Wales for a 
prolonged tour in India marked the first break 
in the home circle. During the celebration of 
Queen Victoria’s Jubilee in 1887 the Princess 
fulfilled a very large number of public engage- 
ments, and everywhere received tributes of 
loyalty and affection. Her ' silver wedding “” in 
1888 was utilised as an opportunity for giving 
full expression to popular sentiment 

Her first great sorrow came to the Princess 
in 1892, when the death of the Duke of Clarence 
bereft her of her first born. For nearly eigh- 
teen months the sorrowing mother remained 
in seclusion. Ig the autumn of 1898 another 
great sorrow came in the death at Copenhagen 
of her Royal mother, the aged Queen of Den- 
mark, who passed away on September 29th, 
leaving her daughter prostrated by grief. Her 
grief was softened by che fact that all England 
shared it. During, the South African War the 
Princess of Wales showed a sympathy with the 
sick and suffering m many practical forms. 
om > > - * 
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On the accession of King Edward VII, Queen 
Alexandra assumed her new position with quiet 
dignity and simplicity. That England was in- 
tensely proud of her was abundantly demon- 
strated on the occasion of the State opening of 
the first Parliament of her reign. For the first 
time since 1861 the State coach was seen in the 
public streets, and the pageant showed the en- 
thusiasm of vast numbers 

To her Irish subjects Queen Alexandra showed 

many marks of the kindly feelings she enter- 
tained for this country. On St. Patrick's Day, 
1901, the first since the formation of the regi- 
ment of Irish Guards, she sent to its @olonel 
four boxes of shamrock, to be distributed to the 
men on parade, and the incident was generally 
regarded as ‘ndicative of that warm hking for 
Ireland which she entertained in common with 
King Edward. 
A terrible trial fell upon the Queen in the 
early days of her reign when King Edward was 
stricken down, and the ceremony at West- 
minster Abbey had to be postponed. The re- 
joicings over the ceremonies at Westminster 
Abbey, when King Edward had recovered, were 
probably the most memorable demonstrations 
of the popularity of the Royal] couple. 

(jueen Alexandra's first visit, to Ireland was 
aid in 1868, when the late King was installed a 
Cnight of St. Patrick in the National Cathedral. 
The Princess received a hearty welcome, re- 
peated with great emphasis when, in 1885, she 
held a Drawingroom at Dublin Castle, reeeived 
the honorary degree of Mus.Doc. from the then 
Royal University of Ireland, and gave her name 
to the Alexandra College, an institution in 
which she has never ceased to take a warm in- 
terest, rejoicing in the signal success it has at-' 
tained. 

* . * * * > 
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In July, 1903, Queen Alexandra again accom- 
panied King Edward t Ireland—her first visit 
after the Coronation. For the second time she 
honoured Alexandra College by her presence, 
expressing satisfaction with its progress. She 
ones badges to Jubilee nufses in St. 
Patrick's Hall. 

in the spring of 1904 Queen Alexandra was 
again in Ireland for a short while, and finally 
paid a visit to the Dublin International Fx- 
hibition in 1907 in company with King Edward 
and Princess Victoria (now Queen of Spain). 

The death of King Edward in May, 1910. 
caused the keenest regret in this country, and 
Queen Alexandra, in her crowning grief, had 
the whole-hearted and generous sympathy of the 
Irish people. During the present reign she has, 
under the official title of the “‘Queen Mother,”’ 
maintained to the full the warm popular affec- 
tion which she won as Princess and as Queen, 
and all unite in tendering her birthday grect- 
ings.

FEAES OF WASHINGTON. 

Despite the optimism at Downing street yes- 
terday, there is no doubt, says the Press Asso- 
ciation, that the feeling on the Sinn Fein side 
at Sir James Craig s speech is one of irritation. 
The irritation may not be sufficiently strong or 
sufficiently general to constitute the germ of 
something that might cause the overthrow of 
the truce, but it would be foolish to ignore 16s 
existence. :

He 
even hinted that Sinn Fein would not be in- 
clined to view with patience, and without sus- 
picion, any such move on the part of the 
Prime Minister, the reason for this attitude 
being obviously that if the Irish-American sup- 
port of Sinn Fein were weakened Sinn Fein 
might be forced to modify demands on which 
at present it might feel in a position to msist.

STANDING FOR PRINCIPLES. 


Addressing a meeting at the Town Hall, 
Ennis, yesterday afternoon, Mr. de Valera said 
that they stood in this movement for certain 
principles, and there was no power on earth 
that could make them change t! »se principles.

BOARD OF GUARDLANS SUED. 


The right of a Board ot Guardians to dismiss 
a nurse without the sanction of the Local 
Government Board was successfully challenged 
at the Kildare Quarter Sessions, before Judge 
Dromgoole, K.C., on Tuesday. 

Miss Whelan, employed as nurse in the Athy 
Hospital, sued the Board of Guardians for 
salary. due. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore, for the applicant, said 
that in January, 1916, the Guardians issued an 
advertisement for a nurse, to do night and day 
duty alternately, The salary of £40 had been 
increased since, on account of the increase in 
expenses, Miss. Whelan was appointed on 
January 12th, 1916; her appointment had been 
sanction by the Local Government Board. 
The staff consisted of the doctor, and a Sister 
of Charity, who was in charge of two secular 
nurses. On April 19th last one of the nurses 
absented herself, and was ten days away, and 
Nurse Whelan was asked by the Sister in 
charge to do duty. On April 20th she was 
again asked to do night duty, and, having 
received no notification, she refused. This 
matter was reported to the Guardians on May 
4th, and a letter was sent to Nurse Whelan, 
stating that she had been suspended, On May 
17th she wrote a letter of explanation, and the 
Committee investigated, and reported that she 
should be called on to resign. 

When asked to resign she replied that her 
letter was not brought before the Board, and 
her explanation was then accep By order 
of the Local Government Board the Guardians 
should pay the salary of any officer, subject to 
Regulations, until employment ceases—not 
suspension.. Nurse Whelan received no notice 
of suspension from the Local Government Board 
or the Board of Guardians. :

WAR MEMORIAL IN ST. 
ANDREW'S COLLEGE. 


-“ 


An impressive ceremony took place yesterday, 
in the presence of a large company, at St. 
Andrew’s College, St. Stephen’s Green, Dubhn, 
when a beautiful stained-glass window, erecte.i 
in memory of those “ old boys ” who fell in the 
war, was unveiled by Major-General she Very 
Rev. John M. Simms, C.B., Principal Chaplain 
to the Forces during the war. ~ 

The memorial window has been placed in the 
McEntire Hall of the College, nderneath ‘it 
are the names of: those who fell, while on either 
side are the names of those who served and 
came through the war. 

lt is worthy of note that no fewer than 700 
St. Andrew’s boys served with the Forces. 

The memorial window is of chaste design. It 
bears the inscription—“ Mors janua vitde.” It 
was designed and executed by Mr. A. E. Child, 
manager of the Stained Glass Works, Pembroke 
street, owned by Miss Purser, H.R.H.A 

The ceremony was witnessed by relatives of 
the fallen, subscribers, old boys of the College, 
and friends. Among the -guests invited was 
General Sir Nevil acready, General Officer 
Commanding the Forces in Ireland, who, on 
arrival,, was received with a salute by the 
Officers’ Training Corps of St. Andrew's College, 
which he afterwards inspected. 

The Provost of Trinity ‘College (Right Hon. 
and Most Rev. Dr. Bernard), who presided, 


mentioned that the first Trinity College man 


who was killed in the war was a St. Andrew’s 
boy, and he was on their list. His name was 
William O. W. Ball. He was a doctor, and had 
just got his commission in the. Medical Corps, 
and he was killed on the Marne in September, 
1914, when the first rush of the German legions 
was checked. 

Certainly the 
highly honourable and impressive one. It was 
not an old school; it was not yet 30 years old, 
and yet over 700 boys. who had been educated 
there joined the Colours during the war. 
(Applause.) Of that number, 500 got commis- 
sions, 100 were decorated with various distinc- 
tions—British and foreign, and 86 did not come 
back. It was the memory of those 86 that was 
in their hearts that day. It was right and 
fitting that they should be commemorated in 
that place by some permanent tribute of honour 
which future generations might see, and when 
they saw it they would understand what it 
meant. 

A MOTTO AND A MORAL. 

Addressing the boys of the school, the Provost 
reminded them that the highest service of those 
who valued their Imperial citizenship was nu 
inconsistent with being a good Irishman. ° ney 
were Irish boys, and they ought to be proud of 
their Imperial citizenship if they were to follow 
the example of those who went before. 

The greatest of the Pilgrim Fathers left a 
lasting name behind him, and on his grave, 
across the Atlantic, there were engraved these 
That which your predecessaqgs 50 
hardly won, take care that you guard and do 
not give it up.” i 
window, let them think not only of the motives 
which inspired their ptedecessors, but think of 
them as alive and still on service.

It was altogether ‘itting and 
that they should do this, but in a larger 
truer sense they could not dedicate or consecrats 
that memorial. Their own brave sons, dead and 
living, who fought their battles, had conse- 
crated that far above their poor power to add 
or detract. The world would give little note to, 
nor long remember, what they said there, but 
the world could never forget what they did. 

It was for them, the living, rather to be 
dedicated here afresh to the work which those 
«ho went forth, who fought and fell, had thus 
far so nobly advanced. It was rather for them 
to be dedicated to the great task remaining, 
that from these honoured dead. they should 
hring increased devotion to the cause for which 
they gave the last full measure ol devotion ; 
that they should highly resolve that these dead 
should not have died in vain. 

Those 700 sons of theirs, with the martyr roll 
of 86. had given, through their heroism, a 
precious heritage to their school. Let their name 
he -held in perpetual honour. They had done 
their duty, faithful unto death. It was thei 
duty to act up to the standard they had set. 
and to see that the cause for which they died 
was not hindered by the apathy or selfishness 
of those for whom they gave their lives. It 
on the work of the 
dead in their spirit—the spirit in which they 
fought and died—to make the justice they 
strove for a rea! thing, the liberty they died 
for a living thing, and the a thev 
realised a lasting thing among all ranks ard 
creeds and classes.

The memorial window and panels containing 
the names, which had been covered by Union 
Jacks, were then unveiled by Dr. Simms, amid 
impressive silence. 

THE CALL IS TO THE YOUNG, 

The Lord Chancellor of Ireland then handed 
over the memorial to the College authorities. 
He said :— 

“When the call of war comes it speaks not 
to the old or to the middle-aged. Many of 
them would be only too glad to go to serve 
their country in her hour of need. They have 
already enjoyed their due share of happiness 
in this Bree © They have parted with illusions. 
They know that what is before them is meagre 
and worthless in comparison with what they 
have left behind. They would gladly take 
their place in the battle line instead of their 
Sons. 

““ But the call is not to them. The call is to 
the young men of the rising generation.” It 
comes to them at the time when their hopes 
are highest and the prospects of life are 
fairest. They have little anticipation of dis- 
appointment, of sorrow, or of failure. A world 
of golden illusion is before them, and -they 
rejoice to start upon the shining way. 
their young ears there sounds the solemn 
trumpet-note of war. They recognise it at 
once as the stern voice of duty. They know 
what it involves—the nerve-rending

CELEBRATION IN DUBLIN. 


A very large assembly of members aud 
guests of the Scottish Benevolent Society of 
St. Andrew sat down to the ninetieth annual 
dinner of the Society, which was held ‘in the 
Aberdeen Hall of the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, 
last night, under the presidency of Mr. T. K. 
Laidlaw, President of the Society. 

The Rev. Lauchlan MacLean Watt, in pro- 
posing the toast of “The Scottish Benevolent 
Society of St. Andrew, said that the Scots 
had had a share in the advancement of man- 
kind that they had reason to be very proud of. 
No nation understood the arts of other nations 
so well and so eympathetically as the Scots. 
The Scot was an Imperial asset, and was proud 
of it. Scotland did not need to be an 
appendage of any other country. She had a 
long and glorious history of her own. 

In every battle that had brought 
the British flag Scotchmen were to be found. 
The greatest financial thing that the Scots 
ever’ did was to make the credit of Britain 
ossible through the Bank of England. They 
bad a land that they could thank God for, 
and they would keep the old name of Scotland 
clean, and the old glory ever fresh. 

Sir James Craig, M.P., who proposed the 
toast of “ The Lord Licutenant and Prosperity to 
Ireland,” humorously observed that in pro- 
posing the toast of His Excellency they would 
see the difficult position that he was in when 
he told them that he was Physician to His 
Excellency. (Laughter.) One reason, per- 
haps, why he had been asked to propose the 
toast was that he had the honour to fill a 
Chair of Medicine which was founded by a 
Scotsman, and another that he was supposed 
to be a member of Parliament. . He took the 
Oath of Allegiance some months «ago in the 
Southern Parliament, but he was afraid that 
that was the end of it. 

If he sonoke of the prosperity of Ireland he 
was afraid that he would be getting into loop- 
holes. Mr. Lloyd George had been exploring 
very shady avenues, and he thought that Mr. 
Lloyd George had got himself into a cul de-sac 
He was not going to say anything about 
politics or to help Mr. Lloyd George. 

A JUOGE’S APPEAL, 

Mr. Justice Dodd, in responding, said that 
the visitors present would not be there that 
night if they did not recognise that Scotland 
mad done great things. Scotchmen had been 
accused of want of humour, but what had 
happened that night was an absolute repudia- 
tion of that. They had asked His Excellency's 
physiclan to propose His Excellency’s health— 
(laughter)—and they had asked a judge of Ire- 
land to respond to the toast of prosperity to 
Ireland. (More laughter.) They were now 
living in deep and perilous times, and they 
slept in fear and trembling of what would 
happen to-morrow. He had the honour 
of being presented. to His Excellency, and 
he knew what His Excellency thought 
to a certain extent of this country. 
At one time, when the Privy Council were dis- 
cussing the proper way to spell ‘‘ councillor,” 
the newspapers were attributing to them some 
diabolical plot against the country. (Laughter.) 
Speaking as an Irishman who loved his country, 
he called upon the Scotch people to assist 
them to end the present unfortunate state of 
affairs in Ireland.

TRIBUNAL MEETS IN LONDON. 


The Irish Railways Tribunal sat again in 
London yesterday to consider the question of 
the wages of Irish railwaymen in connection 
with the revision of the national agreement. 
The tribunal adjourned until to-day. No state 
ment will be issued until the close of the 
proceedings.
